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Price Controls and Labor 


There will be a great deal of public 
sympathy with the demand of the Cana- 
dian Congress of Labor that the imposi- 
tion of price corttrols should precede the 
freezing of wages should international 
everits make these steps necessary. 

The Congress asks, of course, for the 
immediate establishment of price controls. 
Public opinion will go along with this re- 
quest only to the point of agreeing that if 

ice controls are inevitable, they should 
set up while they may still do some 
good. 

On the whole, the democratic view re- 
gards economic controls of all kinds as 
evils and only tolerable in times of crisis 
and emergency when the ordinary eco- 
nomic laws are unable to work in a normal 
way. 

But, if price control appears to be 
unavoidable, the time to impose that con- 
trol is before the discrepancy between 
prices and wages becomes too wide. 

Up to this point, the Canadian Congress 
of Labor is undoubtedly right in its con- 
tention. ; 

It is right, too, in drawing attention to 
the present relationship between prices and 
‘wages on which, presumably, many groups 


of workers are preparing to base strike 
action, 

The freezing of wages, which the Con- 
gress fears would be part of the govern- 
ment program if war were imminent, 
would probably have the effect of making 
strikes illegal. 

Thus, if the freezing of wages pre- 
ceded the establishment of price control, 
the cost of living could easily soar to im- 
possible heights while labor was deprived 
of its only weapon to make wages commen- 
surate with those costs. 

The Congress of Labor may not be 
justified in calling for the immediate im- 
position of price control. Only the presence 
of a real emergency could warrant the re- 
turn to government action of this kind. 

But the government should ask itself 
in all seriousness if such an emergency 
exists or, with reasonable certainty, is 
expected to arise. ’ 

If the answer is in the affirmative, 
plans should be laid for the control of 
prices before price inflation sets in. 

It would be an act of injustice to the 
wage earners of Canada if, for the sake 
of avoiding strikes, the war threat were 
made an excuse for freezing wages without 
a corresponding freezing of prices. 


Only Under the Canadian Flag 


The proposal that surplus Canadian 
merchant ships be turned over to the 
United States army for the transport of 
supplies to Korea should not be acceptable 
to the Canadian people. 

There can be no doubt that Canadians 
are willing and anxious to render any pos- 
sible assistance to the United States in 
enforcing the order of the United Nations 
in Korea. 

Therefore there could be no possible 
objection to the use of these vessels to 
carry supplies to the United States army 
in Korea. 

But they should be operated as Cana- 


dian vessels with Canadian seamen under 
the Canadian flag. 

Some will pretend to see some slight 
parallel between this offer of Canadian 
merchant ships and the offer to Britain 
of American destroyers in the last war. 

ut there is no rea] parallel because 
the allocation of British bases to the 
Americans constituted a quid pro quo. 

Canadians ‘cannot be half in this war 
and half out of it. 

And if we are going to use our ships, 
we would add to the moral force of the 
gift if we included our own men and our 
own flag.
